We by Our Proclamation of the Date the fourth day of Decer- 

bey laſt, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, did Adjourn the Cur- 
rent Parliament of this Our Antient Kingdom, until the fifteerth day of Fe- 
bruary then next tocome, now inſtant: and Our. Affairs not requiring a Meet- 
ing thereof at that time, We have thought fit, that the Adjournment 
thereof, ſhall be continued from the ſaid day, to the twenty firſt 
day of March next to come - THEREFORE, We with Advice of the 
Lords of Our Privy Council, do hereby Adjourn Our ſaid Current 
Parliament, until the ſaid twenty firſt day of March next enſuing the Date heres 
of, Requiring all the Members of Our ſaid Parliament to attend that day in the 
uſual way, and under the Certifications contained in the ſeveral As of Parljas 
ment made thereanent, OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge you 
ftrialy, and Command, that Incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to 
the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Mercat Croſſes of the remanent 
head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this @ur ancient Kingdom, and there by 
open Proclamation, make Intimation that Qur ſaid Parliament of this King- 


dom, is Adjourned till the ſaid twenty firſt day of March next to come: and 
Ordains theſe Preſents to be printed,
